MISSING the opportunity to watch alternative 
films on the big screen after living in Bristol, 
London and Liverpool where she did a English 
and Popular Music degree, Emily Cooter 
founded cinema club Film Dock on Portland. 

Now having gained funding through the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Partnership, the popular 
club is back for its second year, with a double 
bill of Halloween classics (Halloween and Night 
of the Living Dead, 7pm, October 31st), as part 
of its programme schedule. Here Emily dis¬ 
cusses her love of historical Iranian animation, 
why she would have to try and keep the peace 
if she was stranded on a desert island and why 
she doesn't listen to Cyndi Lauper on her ipod 
anymore. 


■ WHAT inspired you to start film Dock? 

Because I missed being able to see alternative films on a 
big screen, having lived in Bristol and London. So when 
I moved back it was one of the things I missed about the 
city, so I thought it was a really good opportunity to give 
people the chance to see really good films and not just 
Hollywood blockbusters. 

■ HOW popular is it proving on Portland? 

Very popular so far. We have an average attendance of 
between 40 and 60 people. I think it’s popular because it 
offers something different; a social activity and also cul¬ 
turally interesting. There’s not much on the island, lots 
of live music but there hasn’t been a film club on Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland so this is the first time its been of¬ 
fered. People love to do something different, and it’s a 
relatively cheap night too. 

■ HOW do you choose what films to show each 
year? 

We look at recent releases and being a committee of three 
people we all pick films to nominate and we have a pro¬ 
gramme meeting where we hammer out what we are 
going to show and what not to show. Our ethos is that 
every season we show one foreign film and one anima¬ 
tion as a guideline to ensure the season is varied. 

■ WHAT film has been your personal favourite 
so far at the Film Dock club? 

Persepolis, it’s an Iranian animation film about a young 
girl growing up in Iran in the 1980’s. I like the style of 
animation and it’s also historically interesting to see 
what’s happening in that country from the point of view 
of a young person growing up there. 

■ IS there one film star from throughout history 
you would particularly like to meet? 

I’d quite like to meet Meryl Streep. She’s pretty cool. I 
just think she is really talented actress who can turn her 
hand to lots of different roles and always give real depth 
to characters she plays. I like the way she carries herself 
too, she’s very dignified. 



■ WHAT do you like about living on Portland? 

I like the people and I like Chesil beach. Also I think it’s 
knowing lots of people, it’s really friendly place to live, 
and I feel safe there. The landscape is beautiful also, it’s 
a really unique place to live, I love showing people 
around when they come down to visit. And the lights are 
pretty cool as well. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read? 

Accordion Crimes by Anne Proust. I enjoyed it because 
it’s a historic story of immigration in America and was 
really well written. 
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■ YOU play the piano, what is your favourite 
piece of music to play? 

Clair de Lune by Debussy. It’s just a really beautiful piece 
of music. 

■ YOU have also sung in bands, have you a 
favourite karaoke song? 

I did one when I was on holiday in Turkey by Cyndi Lau¬ 
per called “Time After Time” because I like it, it’s a good 
song. 

■ WHAT three things would you take with you 
onto a desert island? 

A piano, I kind of play and I’d like to do it more, and I’d 
have more time to do that on a desert island. I’d take a 
Siamese kitten because they are sweet and clever and it 
might be able to help me build a raft or something; and a 
beagle because I really like Snoopy. The cat and dog 
would have to get on with each other because they’d be 
on a desert island and they’d have to pull together. 

■ WHICH three things would you buy if you won 
the lottery? 

A Nissan Figaro because it’s a really lovely car and be¬ 
cause it would be good to have something which looks 
nice and old but was new. I’d buy houses in Dorset, prob¬ 
ably a cottage on Portland, and a flat in the posh bits of 
Bristol and London. And I’d like to buy an old building 
on Portland and make it into a cinema/cafe/art centre. 

■ Film Dock plays alternative films at Portland's Royal 
Manor Theatre at the end of each month for £4 a ticket. 
The film after Halloween is Emma's Gluck (Emma's Bliss) 
on November 27th.

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Hospital trust 
chairman resigns 


THE Chairman of Dorset County Hospital’s trust has re¬ 
signed over the hospital’s financial problems. 

Robin SeQueira CBE said Dorset County Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust faced a period of “considerable change” 
and an “increasingly difficult” financial situation. 

The trust has revealed it is already £2million short on 
its budget and faces a predicted shortfall of nearly £8mil- 
lion by next year. 

Mr SeQueira said: “It has been a privilege and honour 
to serve as Chairman for the past 12 years. 

“In recent months we have faced an increasingly diffi¬ 
cult financial situation. The Trust Board has recognised 
the scale of the financial challenges and agreed we need 
to take the necessary steps to ensure we continue to pro¬ 
vide high quality hospital services to our community 
whilst also living within our means. This will require a 
review of our services and a period of considerable

change. 

“I had already signalled to the Board my wish to step 
down in 2010 but have decided that, as the development 
of the Trust and progress towards our goals would take 
some time that this should be best started and led by a 
new Chairman, hence my decision to step down now.” 

Board members thanked Mr SeQueira for his commit¬ 
ment and loyalty over so many years. 

In August Jan Bergman, the chief executive of the hos¬ 
pital, surprised colleagues by taking early retirement “to 
pursue a career outside the NHS.” 

An announcement concerning the future of the hospi¬ 
tal’s finances and services is expected to be made later 
this week. 


Plans to improve 
dangerous road 


NEW measures to make 
the “lovely but deadly” 
coast road between Brid- 
port and Chickerell safer 
have been announced - 
following a series of acci¬ 
dents on the route. 

In one two hatchback 
cars believed to have been 
“racing” in opposite di¬ 
rections collided head on 
near West Bexington 
leaving both drivers hos¬ 
pitalised with serious in¬ 
juries. 

The package of meas¬ 
ures aimed at reducing ca¬ 
sualties on the B3157 will 
be introduced by Dorset 
County Council over the 
coming months following 
discussions with local 
communities. 

These will include: 

# introducing a 50mph 
speed limit for the ‘rural’ 
sections of the route be¬ 
tween Chickerell and 
Portesham and Portesham 
and Bridport; 

• refreshing white edge 


markings along the whole 
of the route, and white 
centre markings at identi¬ 
fied hazard locations be¬ 
tween Abbotsbury and 
Swyre; 

• maintenance to central 
cats eyes along the whole 
route; 

• work to repair and en¬ 
hance lay-bys; 

• landscaping of road 
verges to highlight known 
hazards; and 

• working with local 
communities to ratio¬ 
nalise signs and reduce 
non-essential sign clutter. 

But many villagers are 
still unhappy that white 
lines will remain unused 
for large sections o the 
road. 

Bridport town, district 
and county councilor Karl 
Wallace said: “Over 1,000 
people have now signed 
our petition calling for 
among other things the 
markings to be replaced 
all along the route. 


“This is a lovely stretch 
of road but there are also 
problems with bikers and 
young drivers using it as a 
race track. 

“It is just not the sort of 
road to use for experi¬ 
ments with new ideas. 
There have been three 
separate accidents re¬ 
cently.” 

Andy Ackerman, Dorset 
County Council head of 
highways and transporta¬ 
tion, said: “I appreciate 
that some of the proposals 
may make some people 
uncomfortable because 
they are not what they are 
used to. 

“However, the guiding 
aim here is to reduce col¬ 
lisions by making road 
users more aware of the 
changing highway envi¬ 


ronment and to drive or 
ride appropriately. 

“Enforcement, educa¬ 
tion and some minor 
physical engineering 
changes give us the 
prospect of making a real 
reduction in the number 
of casualties on the 
route.” 

Anthony Edwards, 
chairman of Puncknowle 
& Swyre Parish Council 
and project board mem¬ 
ber, said: “It was gratify¬ 
ing to see that, after a full 
and frank meeting about 
concepts and options for 
improving road safety 
along this route with 
many different views hav¬ 
ing been expressed, we 
have been able to reach a 
package of measures 
which can make a real,

A MAN determined to 
show his gratitude for the 
skill and care given to his 
nephew, who is currently 
in Southampton General 
Hospital, has raised £3000 
for the Paediatric Intensive 
Care Unit (PICU) after 
completing The Great 
South Run on Sunday. 

Daniel Broom, from 
Bridport, was so im¬ 
pressed by the skill and 
care given to his nephew 
Luke May that he was only 
too happy to volunteer for 
the 10-mile race around 
Portsmouth when they 
asked for runners. 

Luke was only six weeks 
old when he was diag¬ 
nosed with a diaphrag¬ 
matic hernia and rushed to 
Southampton in a critically 
ill condition in June where 
he received a life saving 
operation. He is still in 
hospital some 20 weeks 
later having had 10 major 
operations, including the 
removal of his right lung, 
and is set to be there for a 
few months more. 

Despite some knee prob¬ 
lems that restricted his 
training to ensure he could 
run on the day, Dan com¬ 
pleted the course in 


1:28:38, inside the target 
time he had set himself of 
1 Vi hours. 

The course took over 
21,000 runners around the 
naval base and finished 
with a two mile run into a 
very strong wind along 
Southsea seafront. 

Dan who was in the first 
4000 to finish the race, 
which included top inter¬ 
national athletes, was 
more than pleased with his 
run, but more so with the 
money he had raised for 
the charity. 

“I had set myself a target 
of 1 Vi hours for the run 
and was very pleased to 
have completed the course 
inside the time particularly 
as we had to run into the 
westerly gale force winds 
for the first two miles, 
which wasn’t so bad when 
you are fresh, but then also 
the final two miles along 
Southsea seafront. 

“However I am particu¬ 
larly delighted to have 
managed to raise so much 
money for The Friends of 
PICU to show our families 
gratitude for the wonderful 
care that has been shown 
to Luke. He has had so 
much to endure, but is a 
real fighter, and I am so 


proud of him. 

“I would like to thank 
everybody that has do¬ 
nated to the cause. I am 
amazed by the number of 
people who have taken an 
interest, many who have 
donated online who I do 
not know. I would like 


them to know how much it 
helped me in completing 
the race despite my 
“dodgy knees”.

DORCHESTER’S very 
own larger than life, deci¬ 
bel busting town crier, 
Alistair Chisholm, suc¬ 
cessfully retained his Na¬ 
tional Championship title 
during the recent compe¬ 
tition held in the seaside 
town of Hastings. 

This was his third win 
in a row and the seventh 
time overall that he has 
won this most coveted of 
trophies. 

This year marked the 
57th Hastings National 
Town Criers’ Champi¬ 
onship had been held. 
The inaugural event was 
held in 1937 and, with the 
exception of the war 
years, has been held 
every year since. 

It also thought to be one 
of the oldest town crying 
competitions in the coun¬ 
try if not the world, and 
Alistair was over the 
moon to have been victo¬ 
rious once again for the 
county town of Dorset. 

Sixteen town criers took 
part this year, with three 
other contestants coming 
from within Dorset - 
Doris Eastwood of Lang- 
ton Herring, Iain Mitchell 
from West Moors, and 
David Wathen of Gilling¬ 
ham. 

Other competitors 
hailed from Yorkshire, 
Suffolk, Herefordshire, 
Sussex, Kent, Surrey and 
Worcestershire. 

Judges used the follow¬ 
ing criteria to award 


points for each cry - vol¬ 
ume, diction, clarity, and 
inflection. 

There were two rounds 
in the contest, the first 
being the competitors 
“home cry”, the subject 
of which is their home 
town. 


The second cry was en¬ 
titled “Wheels” with 
each crier composing 
their own unique cry 
along those lines. It had 
to be between 75 and 100 
words, including the 
obligatory three Oyez’s 
and the concluding coda 


of “God save the Queen”. 
Alistair managed to rake 
up a tremendous score of 
995 for the two cries, 
with Peder Neilson of 
Bromyard and Winslow 
finishing runner-up on 
925 points and third 
placed Neil Batsford of 
Burgess Hill ending his 
competition on 795.

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Remembering Dorchester's war dead 


THE Royal British Legion recently held their annual 
service of remembrance at the Tirah Memorial obelisk 
in the Borough Gardens, Dorchester. 

Attended by the Mayor of Dorchester, Councillor 
Susie Hosford, this short service was conducted by 
Canon Harold Stephens on a dry but chilly morning. 
With the three standards dipped as a mark of respect, 
and to the sound of the Last Post, reverence was paid 
to those whose names are held on the obelisk to re¬ 
mind others of their ultimate sacrifice. 

Of all these names, that of Samuel Vickery is per¬ 
haps the most notable. At the age of 24, a member of 
the Dorset Regiment, he was awarded the Victoria 
Cross for his bravery fighting on India’s North-west 
Frontier against Afrida and Pathan tribesmen. 

During this brief act of remembrance, the Exhorta¬ 
tion was read by George Osborne, and the Kohima 
Exhortation by Les Cuff. 

Lone bugler Norman Mollinson played the Last Post 
and a wreath of poppies was laid in front of the 
obelisk by Les Cuff before the final prayers and the 
blessing ended the service.

The Land Registry wants your land registered...so much so that it has pledged to have all land in England 
and Wales registered by 2012. Approximately 35% of land in the West Country is unregistered and the Land 
Registry only has three years left to realise its ambition! 

What is Voluntary Registration? 

Registered titles provide up to date records of who owns a particular property or piece of land and include 
details of any rights which the property benefits from and any obligations or requirements which the prop¬ 
erty is subject to. Whenever unregistered land is sold, mortgaged or transferred (amongst other things) that 
land has to be registered, but it is clear that this requirement alone will not see the target reached by 2012. 
The Land Registry is therefore encouraging voluntary applications for registration by 
offering reduced fees, but there are many other benefits of registering your property. 

The Benefits 

• Registered titles are guaranteed by the state. When you sell (or transfer) your land the individual 
buying it can be certain of its ownership and this makes for a more straightforward transaction, 
saving time and effort on all sides. 

• Registered titles are kept electronically and unlike unregistered title deeds, cannot be lost, damaged, 

or destroyed. It can be a costly business to prove your ownership if unregistered title deeds are 

missing or damaged. 

• Registration simplifies and reduces costs for future conveyancing transactions and assists with fraud 
prevention. 

• An application for voluntary registration can be an excellent opportunity to review the property 
holdings of an estate, confirming the extent and nature of your ownership or revealing problems. 

This can give you time to protect your interests and put matters right for the future. 

• Registration provides a clear and reliable statement of the boundaries of a property and reduces the 
potential for boundary disputes between neighbours. 

• If your land is unregistered it can be easier for a squatter to stake a claim without your knowledge. 
Once your land is registered you are automatically notified of such claims and given time to 
challenge them before it’s too late. Registration can therefore be crucial for large estates or second 
homes where it might be impossible to monitor encroachments with the degree of accuracy and 
regularity required. 

• The costs of registration in the future are expected to rise. Acting now could save you money in the 
future. 

• Registration will also protect some interests, such as franchises or manorial rights, which will lose 
their protected status by 2012 if they are not already registered. 

If the Land Registry is unable to reach its target through voluntary means, the compulsory 
registration requirements may well be extended. For most property owners planning ahead is likely 
to be the cheaper, safer option in the long run.

FOOTBALLERS in West Dorset will 
soon be able to play on a state of the art 
pitch. 

The district council has secured 
£124,400 from the Football Foundation 
to resurface the artificial turf pitch at 
Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre in 
Coburg Road and kick-start a three year 
programme to promote football in 
Dorchester and the surrounding area. 

The money will pay for a new “Third 
Generation” pitch, filled with rubber 
crumbs, as opposed to sand, which is 
currently used, providing a first class 
playing surface. 

New nets can divide the facility into 
three, which will mean more bookings 
on offer for local players. 

Dorchester Town Football Club has 
already expressed an interest in using 
the new facility and the district council 
is working with the club to increase the 
number of young people in Dorchester 
playing the sport. 

West Dorset District Council Leader 
Robert Gould said: “We are committed 
to providing high quality leisure facili¬ 
ties for West Dorset. 

“I am delighted that in partnership 
with the Football Foundation, we will 
be able to provide such a modern, ex-

citing feature.” 

The district council and Dorset 
County Council will provide £109,000 
towards the new pitch, which is ex¬ 
pected to be available to use next year. 

The scheme is part of a general plan 
to improve facilities at the Thomas 
Hardye Leisure Centre, which should 
see £8million spent on a new leisure 
centre. 

It will include a six-lane swimming 
pool, open to the public at all times, a 
learner pool, activity studios, fitness 
suite with views of Maiden Castle and 
improved access for disabled users and 
those with pushchairs. 

Molly Rennie, Chairman of the leisure 
centre management committee added: 
“Improving this facility will be a huge 
asset to the proposed new development. 
Along with the new swimming pool fa¬ 
cility, Thomas Hardye Leisure centre is 
going to be a fantastic asset for Dorch¬ 
ester.” 

This latest award from the Football 
Foundation means that £1.2million 
worth of funding for sport and leisure 
has been secured by the district council 
over the last two years.

THE South West Dorset Multi Cultural Network 
launched their Community Contact Project in the town 
hall, Dorchester. 

With funding received through the West Dorset 
Strategic Partnership, this new initiative places a 
named contact in each of their local area partnership 
localities. These people will be the first point of contact 
for those needing help and advice from the multi cul¬ 
tural network. 

Research indicated that many who would find the 
work of the multi cultural network of real benefit were 
reluctant to come forward and attend events and work¬ 
shops. It is hoped that the new contacts will be able to 
encourage people to go along and join in, providing 
encouragement and helping boost confidence as well 
as being able to offer a whole range of information. 

These contacts have been well trained in race issues 
and hate crime, live within the local communities, and 
are all incredibly enthusiastic about the roles they are 
to play. 

It is hoped with time that this role will expand to 
cover more diverse issues as they become better known 
and begin to create their own mini - networks.

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Cash from crime 
to fund projects

CASH from the proceeds 
of crime is being used to 
fund projects across West 
Dorset. 

The money has been 
made available through the 
Government’s recently 
launched Community 
Cashback scheme, where 
criminals’ seized assets, 
such as confiscated cash or 
property, has been ear¬ 
marked to fund worth¬ 
while community projects. 

In Dorset 32 projects 
were nominated and 1085 
responses were received 
from members of the pub¬ 
lic on which projects they 
would like to see funded. 

These include Enigma, a 
youth club is run for young 
people with Aspergers 


Syndrome/Autistic spec¬ 
trum disorder living in 
Dorset and Crime Preven¬ 
tion Demonstration Kits_- 
a scheme is to encourage 
residents in Dorset to take 
steps to reduce the oppor¬ 
tunities for crime. 

The scheme will provide 
a demonstration kit of 
crime prevention aids, 
which can be obtained 
from police station across 
Dorset. 

This will be used by 
local 
Neighbourhood/Home 
Watch Group Co-ordina¬ 
tors or by Police Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams to 
encourage residents to buy 


products appropriate to 
their situations. Each kit 
will contain window 
alarm, purse chain, minder 
purse alarm, portable mo¬ 
tion detector alarm, min¬ 
der padlock alarm (to 
guard against oil/diesel 
theft), wireless digital door 
phone to identify callers 
and help prevent distrac¬ 
tion burglary, shed alarm 
and wireless alarm system. 

A core training scheme 
for victim support volun¬ 
teers will also be sup¬ 
ported. 

The £4 million National 
Community Cashback 
fund was announced back 
in May and the Local 


Criminal Justice Board in 
Dorset was able to submit 
project proposals for fund¬ 
ing up to their area maxi¬ 
mum of £95,000 

Nicholas Jennings 
Dorset Criminal Justice 
Board Confidence and 
Communications Officer 
said: “The public response 
to Community Cashback 
in Dorset has been excep¬ 
tional and we would like to 
thank everyone who took 
the time to either nominate 
projects or ‘have their say’ 
on which project they feel 
would benefit from the 
funding in our area. 

“It is fantastic that we 
have been able to respond 
to the communities’ needs 
and that the ill-gotten 
gains of criminals will 
now be channelled into 
projects that will make a 
real positive difference to 
the local community and 
the lives of individuals. 

“We hope that Commu¬ 
nity Cashback has given 
people the opportunity to 
have a stronger voice in 
the Criminal Justice Sys¬ 
tem in Dorset.”

'Doing his best' 
brings rich reward 



H aving started 
his working life 
as a post boy, Jef¬ 
frey Ellwood worked his 
way up the company and 
in a 40-year career ended 
up buying the firm and 
becoming chairman. 

Educated at an inde¬ 
pendent public school, 
Jeffrey was urged to al¬ 
ways “do your best”. He 
did his best as a post boy 
and in every other menial 
task he was given - ad¬ 
vice that stood in him 
good stead as he climbed 
the managerial ladder in 
the chemical distribution 
industry. 

“Doing his best” has 
brought Jeffrey Ellwood 
rich rewards. He lives in 
a beautiful home near 
Uplyme, has a charming 
wife, two successful 
grown-up sons and two 
younger lovely daugh¬ 
ters. Oh, and there’s a 


Bentley parked in the 
garage. 

“Any regrets?” I asked 
as we sat in his immacu¬ 
lately furnished drawing 
room. “No, none at all,” 
came the immediate 
reply. “I had a wonderful 
career and I have a lovely 
life ... but I had to work 
hard for it.” 

Having rubbed shoul¬ 
ders with top politicians 
and financiers all his 
business life, Jeffrey’s 
business career was 
recognised recently when 
he received an honorary 
doctorate from Brunei 
University in West Lon¬ 
don, pictured here along¬ 
side The Chancellor, 
Lord Wakeham. 

Jeffrey was born in 
Carshalton, Surrey, just 
after the war and as an 
only child enjoyed an 
idyllic adolescence in the

His father worked all 
his life as a civil servant, 
his mother looked after 
the family home but in¬ 
stilled ambition in her 
only son. 

From the age of seven, 
Jeffrey was educated at 
Eltham College. A life of 
academia was not for 
him, nor a secure job in 
the civil service which 
his father favoured. At 
the tender age of 17 he 
secured a management 
trainee position after an¬ 
swering a London news¬ 
paper advertisement and 
joined the firm of Berk

Ltd who were involved in 
the distribution of chem¬ 
icals. 

Chemistry was hardly 
Jeffrey’s best subject, 
having secured only a 
grade nine in his O-lev- 
els. 

He started in the post 
room for the princely 
sum of £5 per week, 
worked hard and got a 
thorough understanding 
of the business in ac¬ 
counts, shipping ware¬ 
housing and unloading 
lorries before finally 
making it to sales and 
marketing. 

“At last I found my sub¬ 
ject, sales and market¬ 
ing,” said Jeffrey. “An 
area where I could 
excel.” 

His career really took 
off three years later when 
he joined the chemical 
division of BASF Ltd, 
one of the world’s largest 
chemical companies, and 
during this time he went 
to night school to obtain 
a Diploma in Marketing 
from the Institute of Mar¬ 
keting. 

Jeffrey was on his way. 


In 1975 he was head¬ 
hunted by K&K-Greeff, 
a leading independent 
firm of chemical distrib¬ 
utors as marketing di¬ 
rector and subsequently 
as managing director, 
controlling 300 employ¬ 
ees in the UK. In 1977 
he was elected to the 
Board of the British 
Chemical and Traders 
Association, becoming 
its chairman two years 
later. 

In 1986 Jeffrey led the 
management buy-out of 
K&K-Greeff. The com¬ 
pany was acquired by a 
Swedish investment 
company and Jeffrey set 
about building a pan- 
European business, ac¬ 
quiring many businesses 
along the way, including 
Berk Ltd where he had 
started as a humble post 
boy. Now he was the 
chairman. 

Subsequently, the 
business attracted the at¬ 
tention of the US-based 
Univar Corporation and 
he was invited to join 
the company as vice- 
president for Univar Eu¬ 
rope, a post he held until 
his retirement, at the age 
of 55, in 2001. 

Ever anxious for their 
employees to be part of 
the community, it was 
whilst working for Uni¬ 
var that Jeffrey was 
elected to the council at 


Brunei University in 
West London in 1997. 

He became a member 
of the University Fi¬ 
nance Committee, later 
becoming chairman and 
went on to serve as 
Vice-chairman and 
Chairman of the council 
before his term of office 
ended in 2008. 

During his time at 
Brunei Jeffrey was in¬ 
strumental in establish¬ 
ing a five-year plan to 
place research high on 
the University agenda, 
supporting the executive 
teams who successfully 
managed the change 
process. 

So how did Jeffrey and 
his family end up mov¬ 
ing their home to Up¬ 
lyme? Whilst living in 
London, Jeffrey and 
Toni used to escape the 
city life to their pied-a- 
terre near Blenheim 
Palace in Oxfordshire. 
Having retired from 
business, they decided 
to buy a flat in London 
and move to the country, 
preferably in easy reach 
of the capital so Jeffrey 
could continue his work 
at the University. 

They ended up buying 
a site with magnificent 
views in Uplyme, think¬ 
ing it was much nearer 
Bristol, and oversaw the 
building of their fabu¬ 
lous home. They also 


have a luxurious flat 
which overlooks the 
harbour in Torquay as 
well as other property in 
Lyme Regis. 

Although he retired 
from higher education, 
Jeffrey’s public service 
has continued since re¬ 
tirement. 

He was appointed a 
magistrate in 2002 and 
more recently has turned 
his experience to the 
health sector, being 
Vice-chairman and sen¬ 
ior independent director 
of the Dorset NHS 
Foundation Trust in 
Dorchester. 

Since moving to the 
Lyme Regis area, Jef¬ 
fery and Toni have im¬ 
mersed themselves in 
the social life of the area 
and have built a circle of 
friends who are regular 
supporters of many local 
charitable causes. 

Jeffrey, who describes 
the quality of life in 
Lyme as “fantastic, is 
quick to recognise the 
role Toni - his “soul¬ 
mate” - has played in his 
successful career, partic¬ 
ularly when he worked 
for the Americans, and 
in building their family 
life on the outskirts of 
town. 

“I am a very lucky 
man,” he says.

Has the consumer 
lost out in the 
scrappage deals? 

Used Car Expert's latest magazine hits the shelves 
this week and questions whether the scrappage 
scheme has been universally good news for con¬ 
sumers. 

It is now widely known that scrappage discounts 
have created a surge in sales of city and small cars 
such as Hyundai i 10s. 

This has been undeniably good for car manufac¬ 
turers and dealers. Whether scrappage has canni¬ 
balised sales that the dealers would have made 
eventually anyway is irrelevant because they 
needed sales now, not when consumer confidence 
recovers. 

The European Automakers Association (ACEA) re¬ 
ported that the UK hit 367,929 new registrations in 
September as a result of scrappage, representing an 
11.4% improvement in the market. Germany, Spain 
and France were all also up. 

In contrast, in countries where such car scrappage 
schemes have not been in operation, car sales have 
been hit hard by the recession. Ireland suffered a 
34.7% drop in new car registrations in September. 

But has the consumer lost out? 

But is the scrappage scheme the best way for the 
canny buyer to take advantage of the current state 
of the UK market? Used Car Expert's prices reveal 
that it is possible to save far more than £2,000 by 
shopping around for pre-reg and nearly new car 
deals. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge offered these examples, "A 
Renault Clio 1.2 Dynamic 5dr has a list price of 
£12270 - with £2000 off via the scrappage deal you 
pay £10270. But Used Car Expert recommends you 
can get exactly the same model from Evans Halshaw 
for £9990 with just over a thousand miles on the 
clock. Plus you will be able to get some money for 
your part-exchange. An average trade-in price of 
£500-£1000 on a 10 or 11 year old car means you are 
saving £3000 in total without trying." 

"It's the same story with the rival Peugeot 207. The 
list price of a 1.45 is £12695 - when you take scrap- 
page into account that comes down to £10695 - yet 
you can buy a nearly new one with under 4,000 
miles from a Robins & Day Peugeot dealer for just 
under ten thousand pounds - factor in the trade in 
and you are looking at around £9000." 

These are substantial savings which show that, if 
you are looking to replace an old car, the scrappage 
scheme might not be the most cost effective way for 
consumers to do it. 

Tumbridge summed up, "As with all car buying, 
you have to do your homework and look at it model 
by model. Scrappage is not a rip-off if you want a car 
that is hardly available on the nearly new market or 
from a brand that is hard to secure discounts from. 
But, many people have definitely saved less than 
they could by not looking at the nearly new market."

CLOSE, but no cigar. It's an apt description for Weymouth's 
season which ended in disappointment at the Wessex 
Stadium on Saturday. 

Needing a victory to keep their slender trophy hopes 
alive, the Wildcats slid to a 48-41 defeat to hand the title 
to their opponents Plymouth. 

In many ways it was a fair result - this was the re-run of 
a meeting originally held in September which was aban¬ 
doned following a floodlight failure with the Devils win¬ 
ning by a country mile. 

It also brought the curtain down on the Wildcats 2009 
campaign, which promised so much but delivered noth¬ 
ing. 

An early Knockout Cup exit was followed by disappoint¬ 
ing showings in the National League fours, pairs and in¬ 
dividual events.

WESSEX BUS PUT 
BRAKES ON WILDCATS 

WEYMOUTH speedway is looking for a new stadium spon¬ 
sor. 

Wessex Bus has ended its lucrative deal with the Wildcats 


after concerns that the club were not 'using the money 
wisely'. 

The resort-based company is believed to have ploughed 
more than £40,000 into the Radipole Lane outfit this year, 
both in sponsorship and month rent contributions of£ 1,500. 

On top of that, big-hearted owners and speedway fanatics, 
Nigel and Marion Charlton, have supplied Wildcat riders 
with fuel and tyres throughout the season. 

But they decided to end their relationship with the club 
after chairman Phil Bartlett recently revealed that a couple 
of riders' pay cheques had bounced after he was forced to 
pay meeting gate receipts into the bank two days later than 
he normally would have done. 

The Charlton's were shocked by Bartlett's admission and 
immediately pulled the plug. 

Mrs Charlton told last week's Speedway Star magazine: 
"We have certain issues with Mr Bartlett over whether our 
money was going to the correct places. When Mr Bartlett 
starts to bounce cheques, it does rather make you wonder 
whether there are any funds in the club's account. 

"Not unreasonably, we asked Phil for proof that the club 
was viable. We are business people - we are not going to 
send good money after bad. If it is not viable, why is it not vi¬ 
able?" 

Mrs Charlton claims Bartlett has not been forthcoming 
with the information and explained that the rent contribu¬ 
tions were designed to allow the club to accumulate funds. 

"Obviously there are no funds in the bank," she told the 
Speedway Star, "Otherwise the cheques would not have 
bounced. If he had to pay in the gate receipts from the pre¬ 
vious meeting to cover those funds, then he's going from 
hand to mouth." 

Meanwhile the Charlton's are also expecting some money 
back from the Wildcats following the sale of Tim Webster to 
Newport. The couple helped financially to bring the rider to 
Weymouth on the understanding they would be reimbursed 
if he was sold on. 

"We bought the licences of four riders. The agreement was 
that when they were sold, we'd get out money back. 

"Tim Webster is already one of those who has moved on. I 
don't know if the transfer fee has changed hands but he is 
definitely going to Newport." 

Despite the sponsorship deal being ended, Wessex Bus will 
continue to support Weymouth riders on an individual basis. 

Meanwhile the Speedway Star article quoted Bartlett as 
grateful for Wessex Bus'support but he also explained that 
the club's finances have been hit by both the recession and 
dwindling crowds. 

He told the weekly magazine: "We have been in a big re¬ 
cession and another big factor is that Bournemouth has 
been running this year. A number of our crowd came from 
Poole and that has had an adverse effect on us. 

"The Wessex Bus sponsorship has been doing the club 
good. I have never taken a penny out of the speedway; in 
fact, quite the opposite. 

"But Wessex Bus has not been paying the rent - they have 
just been contributing to it. Their £ 1,500 isn't anywhere near 
it. 

"They have made a large contribution towards it and it has 
been very much appreciated. But we have run speedway 
without Wessex Bus' sponsorship before, and we will con¬ 
tinue to do so in the future."
